FIFTY-FOURTH CONORESA 


WAimNflTOsr, April 28.—The whole 
f to-day's session in the senate was 
ccupied in the consideration of the 
aval appropriation bill. 
The first 


wo hours passed in the discussion of 
he amendment offered on Monday 
rom the committee on naval affairs, 
jroliibitiug officers of the navy or ma- 
ine corps on tlie retired list from tak- 
nff employment in the service of per- 
ons or corporations having contracts 
vith the government for the supply of 
material. The amendment was finally 
agreed to: yeas, 45; nays, 11. 


The remainder of the day's session 


was occupied by a speech of Mr. Gor- 
man, of Maryland, on an amendment 
offered by him to decrease the number 
of battleships provided in the bill from 
lour to two. The speech was almost 
entirely on political lines, although 
Mr. Gorman did not spare members of 
his own party, especially the secretary 
of the navy, whom he ridiculed for his 
pretensions to become a great ad- 
miral. Senators Sherman and Hale 
took part in the discussion, which as- 
sumed quite an animated character. 


The amendment went over without 


action, and the senate, at 5:30 ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 


HOUSE. 


After passing the general pension 


bill by a vote of 187 to 54, the house 
entered upon a five days' consideration 
of the bankruptcy bill.

was made by (jen. Henderson (rep., 
la.) in support of the bill, which 
practically the Torrey bill, providing 
for both voluntary and involuntary 
bankruptcy. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Hender- 


son's, speech, at 5:10 o'clock, tho house 
adjourned. 


Some miscellaneous business was 


transacted, including the passage of a 
bill to place John N. QuacUenbush on 
the retired list of the navy. 


Mr. Mahany (rep., N. Y.) asked im- 


mediate consideration of °a resolution 
directing the secretary of state to in- 
terpose iu behalf of John Hays Ham- 
mond, the American citizen concerned 
in the Tiansvaal troubles, South Afri- 
ca; but objection was made by Mr. 
McCreary (clem., Ky.), and the resolu- 
tion went to the committee on foreign 
affairs. 


In the course of the colloquy over 


the resolution, Mr. Hill (rep., Conn, 
said: 


"Mr. Speaker, a few weeks ago ] 


wrote to the -secretary of state in re- 
gard to Mr. Hammond, at the request 
of one of my constituents 
I received 


tlie truly American reply that the state 
department had no knowledge ou the 
subject except what had been acquired 
trom the newspapers, but that its im- 
pression was that Mr. Hammond's in 
tercsts were being guarded by the 
English government. It seems to me 
it is high time that the American gov- 
ernment protected its own citizens 
abroad, and I am heartily in favor ol 
this resolution."

Wanted to Give Up His Job, but was 


Threatened with Death—-Graphic De- 


scription of the Scene of the 


Murder—Damning Testimony. 


NEWPORT, Ky., April 29.—In tho 


Jackson murder trial yesterday, Ches- 
,er Mullen testified that Walling hired 
lis rockaway coupe and gray horse on 
Friday afternoon, January 31. He did 
not return with the rig until four 
o'clock Saturday morning. 


George Jackson, the coachman, who 


claims to-have driven Jackson and 
Walling to the scene of the murder, 
was the next witness. He said: 


"About half-past eleven on Friday 


night, as I was walking along George 
street, near Elm, a white man stopped 
me and asked if I wanted to make five 
dollars. I asked him what he wanted 
ma to do. He said: 'Driving about a 
quare beyond the Newport bridge.' 
"1 told him that I'd take the job. 


Be then said he had a sick patient he 
wanted to take over. The man left me 
and «(eut up Elm street. 
I waited 


about half an hour when the carriage 
drove up. I drove down Elm street to 
Third then to Broadway and thence to 
the Newport bridge. 
Just then the 


nan who had hired me got up beside 
me to diret the way. 
We went two 


squares 
and 
then 
he 
said 


turn 
to the 
left." 
We 
went 


three squares and then zig zag 
all the way. I heard a noise in the 
back of the carriage like a woman suf- 
fering with the toothache. I didn't 
like the job and told the man so. I 
put my foot down to get out of the 
carriage, when the man pulled out an 
ugly looking revolver and threatened 
to shoot me. I drove on, and just as 
we reached the bridge I heard the 
same moan again. We went on to 
where several roads meet. 
Half-way 


down the hill the mau in the hack 
said there was where we wanted to 
•top and I checked up " 


'Who was the man on the seat with 


you?" 
" Alonzo Walling " 
"And the man in tho back?" 
"I have since learned his name. It 


was Scott Jackson.'' 


'The man in the back of the carri- 


age helped the woman out and the 
man in front ran around and got on 
the other aide of the lady. 
They 


helped her along and told me to drive 
off. I looked back and the last I saw 
of them was as they were getting over 
the fence. I drove to the end of the 
hill. I heard a peculiar noise after I 
had been waiting about fifteen min- 
utes—I expect not that long1—and then 
I started for home afoot. 
~" "The horse was gray and a pretty 
good roadster," said Jackson. "We 
drove slowly till we got to the toll 
gate on the bridge; then we drove 
very rapidly the rest of the way." 


"I have no doubt that the men who 


were with me were Scott Jackson and 
Alonzo Walling." 


Jackson was then put through 


rigid cross-examination, which failed 
to elicit anything new. He said he 
did not tell his story until February 
15 because Walling said he would 
blow his brains out if he did. 


Uol. Crawford then recalled Chester 


Mullen, who said there was no hitch 
ing weight of any kind in the coupe 
when it left his stable. 


Lieut. Corbin, of the Cincinnati po- 


lice, was then sworn, He testified 
about searching J<ickson on the nitrht 
of his arrest. He identified the bridge 
ticket and the handerchiefs found on 
the prisoner. 


The sheriff gave a graphic descrip- 


tion of the scene of the murder. As 
he told how the body lay, Pearl Bry 
an's mother bowed her head. The 
sheriff's description corroborated that 
already given. The spot was vibible 
from only one point on either side of 
the roads near by. 


The sheriff testified to finding a de- 


pression two or three inches in diame- 
ter near the body, Spectators in the 
court room connected this depression 
with the trousers found in the dental 
college, stained with mud on one knee. 
There were four bluody finger marks 
on the corsets foun.e near by. The up- 
per part of the dress was saturated. 


Pearl Bryan's father was placed on 


the stand by the prosecution, and 
said: 


"My name is Alexander Bryan. J 


have lived near Greencastle since 18r.C 
I last saw Pearl January 27 I have 
known Scott Jackson's face for a year 
and heard his name mentioned iu my 
family a little Ion ,er. Scott Jackson 
visited our home. I did not know 
Pearl was going to Cincinnati."

After the 
qualified members of the graduating 
class have been provided with places,

Capt Hart, one of the owners of the 
filibustering steamer Bermuda, has 
given this account of that vessel's re- 
cent trip to Cuba: 


"The Bermuda left New York on 


March 14 with over 251 tons of wur 
material. 
It wns consigned to Vcra 


Cruz, Mexico, or other points, and all 
the papers were square. 


"When she left there was not a passen- 


ger on board, though she is licensed to 
carry them. Ten miles out from Atlan- 
ic City the Bermuda was met by a 
fch'ip containing Cubans, and these were 
aken aboard. We were on the high 
sea, and there was no power to prevent 
us from accepting them os passengers. 


"There was not the slightest difH- 


culty on the way south, and when near 
Barucoa the Bermuda stopped within 
six miles of the Cuban shore. Here all 
he ammunition was first taken ashore 
jy means of another vessel, and the pas- 
sengers transferred. The Bermuda then 
went to Honduras. When she arrived 
in Porto Cortez there was not a singl ^ 
xmnd of ammunition on board, and I 
nm satisfied that the Cuban army re- 
ceived what we carried. We went to 
Vera Cruz and had the papers vouched 
for.

attack of hj drophobla seized the un 
fortunate fcufi'ercr. After working with 
him lor several hours the attending 
physician gave up all hopes and orderec 
that he be knocked on the head with a 
sledge-hammer. While the victim was 
only a horse, the manifestations of the 
disease were strange and terrible. 


His whole head was skinned nod lacer 


ated from the fearful blows he had given 
it in dashing it against the sides of the 
stall. It ivas a well developed and we] 
defined case of hydrophobia, there coulc 
be no doubt about that. 


It is a rare disease among horses 


Veterinarians say it was the first au- 
thentic case they had seen in Alleghenj 
county in. 25 years. It is just as hor 
nblc nnd fatal as to men—even more 
horrible and terrifying, in fact, 
be- 


cause of the great si7c nnd strength o: 
the animal. The mad struggles of the 
insane beast were something frightfu 
—and pitiful. It is to be hoped anothei 
quarter of a century will pass before 
the doctors get their second case. Tlicj 
soy the mad plungings, even while 
blindfolded, were caused by fright at 
the horrible images conjured by the 
brain of the poor, mad animal.

Glass 
is now put to a large variety of uses. 
Among other things it is made BO as 
to imitate wood very cloaely, so that 
burial caskets constructed iu this way 
could be made to have the general ap 
pearance of caskets made of very costly 
woods.

The horse power 
developed was nearly 5,GCIO. There was 
very little roll, the maximum being 20 
degrees in a heavy cross sea.
